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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the combination of Coull 
and Rose et al are "unduly" simplistic" and one of ordinary skill in the art would not have a reasonable expectation of success to modify 
the teaching of Coull with the reference of Rose et al because Rose has a very general teaching for using a competitive assay to detect 
small molecules, which applicant asserts only includes insulin and estrogen. This argument is not found persuasive because both 
references teach binding assays to detect small molecules. Although the Rose reference identifies small molecules as being insulin and 
estrogen, one of ordinary skill in the art would understand that the competitive biding assays could also include the detection of other 
small moledules. The reference of Rose et al is more specific in that it teaches the advantages of using competitive assays for detection 
of small molecules. Further, competitive binding assays are well known in the art for its sensitivity in detecting small samples. Therefore, 
it is the Examiner's position that one of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to modify the teachings of Coull to include competitive 
binding assays as taught by Rose et al to achieve greater sensitivity in detecting small molecule. 
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
